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Faculty Senate to investigate former dean, will join ARTP

The CSUS Faculty Senate, voted Wednesday to inves- 
tigate the reassignment of former Dean of Students Norm 
Better by the campus-wide Faculty Evaluation Board. In 
another move, the Senate overwhelmingly approved a 
motion to take an active role in the Appointments, Reten- 
tion, Tenure, and Promotion Committee (ARTP), which 
will set new guidelines for these personnel policies on our 
campus 

The Faculty Senate's move to investigate the reas- 
signment of Better to a position in the Counseling Center 
was made after President Bond defended his actions to 
the Senate 

Bond told the senators Better had a right to be reas- 
signed because Better had “permanent status with the 
university.” Bond quoted a section of Title 5 of the 
Education Code, which states that administrative em- 
ployees gain permanancy after two years of service 

Bond further said that Better does not have academic 
tenure in his new position, and that there are “no inten- 
tions of giving it to him.” Better therefore will continue to 
be subject to reassignment, Bond said. In fact, Bond said. 
“Better will ask to be evaluated by the Counseling Center 
at the end of the academic year. If his work is found un- 
Satisfactory, he will request reassignment. We will then 
find another assignment for him. However, he has per- 
manency as long as he wants to exercise it.” 

Better, the president expiained, cannot gain academic 
tenure in the Counseling Center unless he goes through 
another probationary period 

At a later point in the meeting, the Senate voted 17-12. 
with five abstentions, to investigate the appropriateness of 
the procedures used in reassigning Better 





In another agenda item, the Senate. after lengthy dis- 
cussion, voted overwhelmingly in support of a motion to 
have an active, voting representative of the Faculty Senate 
on the ARTP committee. This committee, formed by Ex- 
ecutive Vice President Lloyd Johns. will develop standard 
procedures and policies for academically - related per- 
sonnel matters, such as tenure, retention and promotion 

Current policies were found !n conflict with CSUC 
Trustees’ policies by a special commission which inves- 
tigated the troublesome situation at CSUS 

Johns told the Senate that in filling the commission, 
priority was given to broad, campus - wide representation, 
rather than representation based on the size and im- 
portance of the individual departments and other interest 
groups 

Two of the groups that were offered a position on the 
ARTP committee were the Faculty Senate and the Faculty 
Evaluation Board (FEB) The FEB. however, turned down 
the offer, contending it is the FEB’s responsibility to 
develop a sound policy for ARTP matters. and not the ad 
hoc committee's 

The Executive Committee of the Faculty Senate earlier 
this month decided to have an “observer.” rather than a 
voting member on the committee At Wednesday's 
meeting, the first of the semester, it was moved that the 
Senate have an active, voting member on the committee 
After the motion was made some 10 senators took the floor 
to speak to the issie 

Opponents contended that the ad hoc committee is 
duplicating the duties of the FEB. and that it was nota 
matter of “life and death” to have a representative on the 
ARTP committee 

Supporters of the motion argued that non - acceptance 
of the committee's offer to include a representative from 
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Faculty Senate Chair Alan Wade (center) and President Bond confer during meeting

The Working Party on Student In- 
volvement in Retention, Tenure, and 
Promotion (RTP) has issued a report 
for the Chancellor's Office that states, 
Students are not interested in being 
involved in personnel matters. 

The report suggests that the 
current student consultation process 
be scrapped in favor of written 
evaluations. The Chancellor's Office 
seems unwilling to go along with this 
proposal. 

Vice Chancellor Marjorie Wagner 
Said, “The suggestion to end student 
involvement is unacceptable. We 
need another year to try out the 
system. We are open to any sugges- 
tions from students on how to im- 
prove it.” 

CSUS students interested in hav- 
ing some control over the quality of 
education on campus can attend the 
RTP Committee meetings on Friday 
afternoons 1-4 p.m. in the Sierra 
Room on the second floor of the Ad- 
ministration Building or call Joe Gib- 
son at the AS! Office (454-6784). 

During the summer of 1976 the 
Board of Trustees for the California 
State Universities and Colleges 
(CSUC) issued a ruling mandating 
student involvement in the faculty 
selection and promotion process. 
The Chancellor's Office implemented 
this policy by directing individual 
campuses “to ensure student input.”

Evaluation Board, to deai with RTP matters and it is in 
compliance with Title 5." said John Henry, UPC local 
president and associate professor of economics “The 
Chancellor is just trying to impose his new ARTP com- 
mittee on us,” added Henry 

Henry stated the commission's findings overlook the 
fact that the FEB receives lists of names accompanied by 
evaluative material from the various schools. The FEB 
then votes (in executive session) on each name. and may 
ask for additional evaluative material in cases which the 
board questions 

According to the report, the commission's findings 
ignere two things: (1) departmental evaluation is the sole 
criterion for determining if a person merits promotion 
seniority is used to determine the rank order of 
meritorious faculty; and (2) seniority is prima facie 
evidence of merit because it reflects years of academic ex- 
perience 

‘The administration has never submitted a rationale for 
reorganization to the faculty,” said Henry 

On the matter of reorganization, the UPC report states 
The phrasing of the commission's charge concerning 
reorganization reveals the administrative decision to split 
Arts and Sciences had been made prior tothe consultation 
process, and the process was confined to planning for that 


Split. even though we were given repeated assurances that 
the outcome was not predetermined 

In the opinion of the UPC local the commission fin- 
dings that state faculty - administration communication 
does not occur in an atmosphere of mutual respect and 
trust nor in a spirit of cooperation” trivalized the fac ulty's 
considered opinion on key campus issues 


According to UPC, this finding suggests that either the 
faculty was not sufficiently informed on the issues, orthat 
the faculty's response to them was not understood by the 
administration 


According to Henry, the facts suggest a different con 
clusion. Since 1973 there have been five faculty referenda 
on key Campus issues. In each of these referenda (exc ept 
the one cited in the commission report) the | aculty 
Senate's position was upheld by the faculty “The failure of 
the administration to respond to the faculty's position is 
more a mark of their recaicitrance that it is of inetfe: tive 
faculty - administrative communication,” said Henry 

The UPC is California's largest professors’ union 
representing 30 per cent of the full - time faculty in the 
CSUC. It is affiliated with the California Federation of 
Teachers and the California Labor Federation of Teachers 
and the California Labor Federation (AFL - CIO) 


Acting dean hopes to smooth 
relations for administration

Timothy F. Comstock, 31, acting dean of students at 
CSUS since August 4, says he wanis to establish smooth 
relations between the administration and the student 
body. +e emphasizes this by stating that the opposing 
bodies should “keep from digging the trenches.” 

Comstock was the picture of confidence as he sat ona 
couch puffing his pipe. He exuded the starchy non- 
chalance of a young executive but under that coo! exterior 
lay a tiger. He began his evaluation of the troubles affec- 
ting CSUS by saying that this campus “runs on rumors.” 
He also said he does not care to become involved in the 


political situation here on campus because his jot is tobe 
an “administrator” and will do as he is told 

Comstock, a life - long resident of the Sacramento area. 
expressed a desire to remain here at CSUS because he 
teels this is an exciting campus to be a part of. He stresses 
the interaction of the diverse groups within our com- 
munity. He stated flatly: “My job would be boring if there 
were no tensions on campus.” 

The acting dean opposes the personal bitterness ir; the 
present conflict between the administration and faculty 
He hopes both sides wii! “just sit down and communicate” 
because he feels this is the oniy answer to mounting con- 


frontation. The lack of communication is due in Part to

Executive assistant not yet 
settled in new office, position

upon entering Dick Dickinson's office. Unopened boxes 
of assorted sizes are set against one wall; plaques and cer- 
tificates, yet to be displayed, lay on a small table. Only one 
plant, a smali calendar and a picture of a ship cutting 
through blue seas cover the walls. 

Dick Dickinson has been executive assistant to 
President Bond only since Aug. 15. With commission 
reports and accusations of acministration failures flying 
around campus, there has not been time to think about ar- 
ranging an office. There is a lot of work to be done. 

Born in Sheridan, Wyoming the 39 - year - cid Dic- 
kinson replaces Gregory Thatch, who is now teaching 
business law at CSUS. 

There is a youthful exuberance about Dickinson. 
Maybe it's in the voice, waich is loud but not boisterous, 
yet vibrates with excitement and concern. Or his hands, 
which dart in helping him to make a point or explain an ad- 
ministration position. 

Dickinson, who holds a doctorate degree in 
Management from Arizona State University, moved from 


the CSUS school of Ebusiness and Public Administration, 
where he has taught since 1970. He rose to associate dean 
in the school iast year. 

One might wonder about a move from faculty to ad- 


ministration, especially in light of the recent disputes

Bakke decision 
is direct attack 
on Third World 


students 


The Bakke Decision is a recent California Supreme Court ruling that 
threatens to eliminate Special Admissions, Affirmative Action and other 
related programs on the campuses, communities and work-places across the 
country 

In 1973, and again in 1974, Alan Bakke, a white engineer in his mid-30's. ap- 
plied to the UC Davis Medica! School. Both times he was rejected Later 
through the urging of the UC Davis Administration itself, he filed suit against 
the Special Admissions program. Bakke charged that he was a victim of 
“reverse discrimination,” that he was rejected because he was white. and that 
other “less qualified” Third World students (Black, Asian. Chicano. Native 
American) were admitted through the Special Admissions program 

At UC Davis, only 100 students were admitted into Med schoo! while 
thousands apply each year Out of those 100 slots. just 16 slots are reserved for 
Third World students in Special Admissions 

Last Sept. 16, the California Supreme Court upheld Bakke's racist charge of 
“reverse discrimination,” and declared that the Special Admissions program at 
UC Davis was unconstitutional. The Court claimed that the program violated 
the “equal protection” clause of the 14th Amendment. The Bakke case isnow 
before thar w&k upreme Court. and a final decision is expected to be 
handed down sometime this October 

Clearly, the Bakke Decision is a direct attack against Third World people 
and our struggles for full equality, and must be opposed by all progressive 
peopie 

The UC Regents and the Supreme Court are trying to establish the racist 
myth of “reverse discrimination” as an “accepted legal argument.” This would 
serve as a justification for the nationwide assault on al! Spec 7! Admissions 
and Affirmative Action — type programs 

For example, Ethnic Studies, EOP, Upward Bound and various recruitment 
programs on the campuses would be wiped out. On-the-job Affirmative Action 
and training programs for the Third World and women workers may be 
eliminated. Women may lose important childcare programs. counseling ser- 








vices. and women’s centers. Special programs establish to serve Third World 
people in our communities are jeopardized This would intensify the national 
oppression of Third Worid people in every way and wipe out many of the gains 
and programs won during the mass movements of the 60's 

This is not the first time ‘reverse discrimination” has been used to attack our 
programs. In 1975, the DeFunis case, asuit which attacked Special Admissions 
to law schools, was brought in the state of Washington, and lost. We know that 
we must resist this attack On our basic rights and that ‘nothing comes without 
struggle " We will continue to oppose all attempts like the Bakke Decision to at 
tack Third Worid people

The Auburn Dam was to have been a technological marvel among the 20 
dams in the grand design of the Bureau of Reciamation’'s Central Valley Project 
(CVP) When completed, the graceful structure would be the world’s longest 
double - curvature, thin - arch concrete dam, 700 feet high and 4,150 feet long 

But instead of raising a siender arch across the American River canyon in 
Placer County, the project has produced a span of seemingly irreconcilable 
conflicts. Controversy erupted again in February and took on special 
significance when President Carter dropped a bombshell. He called for re - 
evaluation of the safety, economic feasibility and environmental impact of 19 
major federal water development projects 

Now, 12 years and $200 million later, the target date for the completion and 
filling of the dam is still about eight years off; the latest cost figure is $1.1 billion 
And for the first time in its history, the Bureau faces the prospect of having to 
put the dirt and rock back 


Earthquake safety 


Earthquake safety is the primary issue at the Auburn project. Seismologists. 
geologists and engineers have become increasingly dubious about the wis- 
dom of putting a concrete dam of the design selected in what the Bureau 
originally beiieved to be a seismically inactive area. In 1975, the Oroville ear- 
thquake which hit 5.7 on the Richter scale disproved that premise. The Seismic 
Hazards Committee of the Association of American Geologists urged the 
Bureau to make new studies before proceeding with construction in Auburn 

One of the concerned engineers, Harry Cedergren, points out that no other 
large dam lies so close to a heavily populated urban area. He envisions an un- 
precedented man - made disaster. Failure of the dam would release 2.3 million 
acre feet of water, sending a 100 - foot - high torrent down the American River, 
over the nearby Folsom and Nimbus Dams, and into the capital city below 

According to Cedergren’s scenario, more than a quarter of a million Sac- 
ramento area residents and a haif million others in the valiey would be trapped 
Spreading out, the flood would cover about 1,000 square miies of the centra! 
California lowlands, reaching clear to Antioch in the East Bay. The fiood would 
inundate five major military installations and thousands of acres of farmland 
Property damage could reach $50 billion. 


Concern about design 


Much of the apprehension expressed by the engineering and geology 
professions was fostered by an unexpected change in the Auburn Dam's 
design about a decade ago. As authorized in 1965, it was to have been an earth - 
and rock - filled structure, which engineers like Cedergren believe to be more 
resistant to seismic damage than the current design. He describes the concrete 
design as “experimental” because no thin - arch concrete dam that big has ever 
been built before, and he points out that the 740 - foot - high earth - and rock - 
filled dam at Oroville was not damaged during the 1975 quake. 

Bureau of Reclamation officials say the switch to concrete was made for en- 
vironmental reasons, because seven square miles of iand between Auburn and 
Roseville would have to be stripped to provide the fill. In 1966 they opted for the 
world’s longest thin - arch concrete structure. 

Some engineers who specialize in dams are also critical of the Bureau's 
decision because they believe the concrete design selected is more ap- 
propriate for narrow U- or V - shaped canyons, citing as their authority a 1967

report by the American Society of Civil Engineers and the United States Com- 
mittee on Large Dans The “canyon” which the Auburn Dam must span is more 
like a mile - wide val.ey 

Another expert with serious doubts about the dam's safety is Dr George C 
Rouse, a structural engineer. He was chief of the Bureau's concrete dam 
design branch and helped plan the Auburn facility. Since retiring about five 
years ago he has conducted his own studies. Now he reports that the dam can- 
not withstand maximum credible earthquake conditions for more than two 
seconds without cracking over one - fourth of its upstream face He has 
charged that the Bureau does not have a method for determining the extent of 
cracking after 35 or 40 seconds of shaking 


(Only a few days before the arrival of the review team, apprehension was 
heightened when nine scientists from the U.S. Geological Survey reported fin- 
ding an active earthquake fault about a mile from and heading straight toward 
the north abutment of the dam.) 

More than 50 witnesses were on hand to urge restoration of Auburn Dam 
funding: two congressmen, seven state legisiators, county supervisors, water 
district and water agency representatives. chambers of commerce, rice 
growers and business and labor groups. They were from Placer, El Dorado and 
Sacramento Counties and from throughout the central vailey clear to Kern 
County 

Opponents of the dam included the Sierra Club, The Planning and Conser- 
vation League, Environmental! Defense Fund, Audubon Society and a number 
local environmenta! groups. Dam construction hardhats paraded with 
placards accusing the Sierra Club of advocating communism, and amember of 
the Xerces Society showed the review team a case of rare blue butterflies that 
live in the American River Canyon behind the dam 

Among the prominent Placer and Ei Dorado County pro - dam figures in 
attendance at the hearings were Congressman Harold T. “Bizz” Johnson, a 
Democrat from Roseville; Assemblyman Gene Chappie, a Republican from 
Cool: and Bill Cassidy of the Auburn Dam Committee. Johnson was mayor of 
Roseville before serving in the state Senate from 1948 to 1958, and going to 
Washington in 1959. He helped get the Folsom Dam approved and has been a 
key supporter of the Auburn Dam Committee 

Chappie is from Cool on the El Dorado County side of the Auburn Dam pro- 
ject. Near Cool is Auburn Lake Trails, a 3,500 - acre Transamerica Corporation 
land development that opened in 1970. A big selling point has been its frontage 
on one arm of the 25 - mile - long lake that would be formed behind the dam 
Auburn Lake Trails is selling quarter - acre lots for prices ranging from $6,500 
to $11,000. Prior to the dam, land around Cool could be purchased for $100 an 
acre 

Bill Cassidy, who heads the Auburn Dam Committee, is the former publisher 
of the Auburn Journal. Since 1966, when he sold the paper, he has led the fight 
for support and continued funding of the dam. Cassidy is also vice president of 
Placer Savings and Loan, a county - wide institution that owns large parcels of 
land, the value of which has skyrocketed since the dam was first approved 

The essence of their message is that, come hell or high water, California's 
agribusiness juggernaut will prevail. If the reverse happens, Carter's ac- 
complishment will have a magnitude not unlike the parting of the Red Sea 
Maybe a born-again Christian can bring it off. 
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| would like to commend the President for showing sensitive leadership in 
the area of making government work for the students at CSUS. This is someth- 
ing that his his predecessors have failed to demonstrate in the past.

Future campus sites planned

The new Schooi of Business and 
Public Administration building, and 
another parking lot are the majo: 
constructions planned for CSUS in 
the near future. according to John 
Cox, associate vice - president forad 
ministration planning and 
management 

The completion of the Business 
and Public Administration building is 
scheduled for sometime in the 
summer of 1979. Twenty - two of the 
26 temporaries now in use will no 
longer be needed This building will 
alieviate any further need for more 
classrooms 

Funding for new classroom 
buildings is determined by the 
number of full time (15 units) students 
and not by a head count of students 
enrolled. Cox said presently the en- 
rollment has leveled off. There are 
three other possible sites for clas- 
sroom buildings. near the new 
Business and Public Administration 
building, but it is highly unlikely that 
these sites will be needed for that pur- 
pose 


Plans for a parking lot by the 
American River Water Treatment 
Plant are pending. The land, now tem- 
porarily used by the art department 
for earth sculptures, has been 
designated for a parking area but 





onstruction have not been 
made. The county namely. intends to 
expand its sewage line which wouid 
into the University’s area 
designated for parking Cox stated 
the university did not want the two 
constructions to conflict. therefore 
the parking lot construction has been 
delayed 

Negotiations for an automated 
postal facility are under way for the 
area next to the Student Union par- 
king lot on the southwest corner of 
the Union building. Construction of 
this facility will begin in ap 
proximately six months to a year 

In compliance with state re

PGE opens 
solar office

On Tuesday, Sept. 6 PG&E 
opened a unique Office at 404 F Street 
in Davis. Fitted with 640 square feet of 
solar collecting panels and a 15.000 
gallon hot water storage tank, the of- 
fice is serving as-an experiment in 
solar energy efficiency 


Also incorporated into the buiiding 
are roll - down shades, double - paned 
windows, overhangs. strategically - 
pianted shade trees, and a light - 
colored roof 

According to John Fanucchi 
director of the office, the collecting 
panels wil! provide 80 to 90 percent of 
the heating and 100 percent of the hot 
water for the building 


The building,” said Canucchi., “is 
an experiment to see if the savings on 
energy Costs wiil cover the initial cost 
of installation 


‘AS amajor utility company we feel 
we should investigate the practical 
use of solar energy.” 

Though this is the first and only 
PG&E - owned building so equipped. 
four private homes in northern 
California have been built with PG&E 
assistance, incorporating solar 
energy hardware. The owners of the 
houses in San Jose, Fresno, Walnut 
Creek arid Sacramento are required 
to keep them open to the public for 
one year after completion as 
educational displays. 

The Sacramento house, at 9633 
Country Roads Drive, is open fror 
noon to 8 p.m. daily 

Funucchi said the Davis site was 
chosen for the new office because of 
the ideai weather conditions and the 
need for office space in the area. No 
other such buildings are being 
planned by PG&E 

The official dedication of the Davis 
Office will be at 10 am. Oct. 4. The 
public is welcome.

Luisa Menchaca, DMV program 
coordinator for “Exploring Bureauc- 
racy,” was On campus Wednesday ex- 
plaining the program to interested 
students. “Our purpose is to give 
students an opportunity to have 
meaningful experience in their career 
objectives,” she stressed. “Many 
students use the internship for work 
experience or to meet graduation re- 
quirements.

y.” 
Thirty unpaid internships, con- 


sisting of semester - long projects, are 
availabie in the program. The projects 
apply to a variety of interests, such as 
ethnic studies, journalism, 
mathematics, and sociology. Interns 
will also participate in seminars with 
DMV = administrators, addressing 
different aspects of bureaucracy. 
Some interns may be placed as 
special assistants with top level 
management, inciuding the DMV 
director and assistant director.

aun Sepaveeis helps handicapped 


A guide to the campus community 


Engineering students at CSUS 
have put advanced technology to 
work to make life a little easier for 
severaly handicapped persons 

They've designed a computerized 
read - out system that tells the oc- 
cupant of an electircally powered 
wheelchair how many minutes of 
electricity remain in the wheeichair's 
battery 

The device. now in its prototype 
stage at the CSUS School of 
Engineering, would avoid the frus- 
trating and occasionally dangerous 
situation that confronts paraplegics 
when unexpectedly find 
themselves literally powerless and 
unabie to move

remaining before the battery runs 
down, ailowing the handicapped per- 
son to arrange for a recharge 


Through a small on - board com- 
puter, the device can be programmed 
to take into account the type of terrain 
expected, the weight of the 
wheelchair occupant and the speed 
desired 


Senior electrical engineering 
students Dennis Dahlquist and Pete 
Brusso, two of the seven students 
who developed the device, wil! travel 
to Washington D.C next month to 
report to the National Science Foun- 
Gation which sponsored 
development of the system with an 
$11,000 grant. Both students plan to 
enter the new CSUS Masters degree 
program in biomedical engineering

between the two parties. What about it? Putting his feet up 
on his desk and reclining back in his chair Dickinson 
laughingly said, “you want me to spill my guts? Seriously, 
first and foremost | am a faculty member and | will not let 
people forget it.” The answer is definite, the tone of the 
voice firm 

In explaining why he took the executive assistant job, 
concern for the faculty/administration reiationship 
becomes more prevalent. “I think | can provide help as a 
liaison or audit between the faculty and the ad- 
ministration, he says. Dickinson also accepted the job 
because, “| view myself as an expert in management, 
something the university can use on all its campuses.” 

He gained much of his management experience in the 
Navy, which Dickinson entered in 1961. Today he is a 
leutenant Commander in the naval reserve. Recently he 
served, along with 16 others, as an organizational analyst 
for the admiral of the Seventh Fleet 

Dickinson said his first administrative task is “es- 
tablishing effective channels of communication between 
all elements of the campus; the faculty, staff. students and 
administration " He will also be acting as a staff men on 
research projects, helping Appointments, Rerention, 
Tenure and Promotion Committee (ARTP) members, and 
working closely with the president, ail vice presidents and 
deans in insuring that the administration is supportive of 
responsive academic communication 

Dickinson has already made contributions. He is res- 
ponsiblie for starting President Bond's tours of campus. “! 
don't think the president got out on campus enough,” says 
Dickinson. So last week the president, Dickinson and Vice

soiiimaide of cuts to several organizations have been met 
with opposition from minority associations, child care ser- 
vice recipients and supporters of educational assistance 
programs 

In late June, President Bond pressured the Senate to 
reconsider its decision not to fund the Equal Opportunity 
Program, (EOP) and to restore cutbacks to Barrio Art and 
the Chicanito Science Project. 

Leading the attacks against the programs were Senator 
Kate Connors and Hornet Foundation Representative 
Ross Dierking. Connors had referred to much of the as-

the Faculty Senate would be “interpreted as obstruction, 
by the public,” according to Senator Morris V. Jones. 
Before the vote, several senators also questioned 
Johns about the contribution of the Senate to the ARTP 
report. Several senators feit that the final draft of the report 
should be sent to the Senate for approval, before it went to 
the president. Johns, on the other hand, said he did not 
want to give the Senate more responsibility than other 
groups. “The Senate,” Johns said, “can express its 
opinion through an active member on the committee.” 
The final report will go directly to President Bond, 
Johns said. The Senate will be informed about action 
taken by the President. However, Bond and Chancellor 
Dumke will decide whether the proposed policies in the 
ARTP report will be implemented at CSUS.

BOJ and ASI to debate on budget 


sistance as ‘welfare aid, and during debate Dierking 
remarked “the $10 fee (part of the $95.00 semester 
payment) is an activity fee, and we should not be getting 
into the role of trying !o0 solve the world’s social problems.” 
The compromise called for approximately 5 per cent 
cuts in all programs, with no increased aid to any 
Organization and no new programs to be funded by ASI 
The Parole Program (assistance for former criminat 
offenders) was the only compiete cut from the budget 


Following passage of the budget, Connors continued 
to Oppose assistance to several organizations, However 
she said she was powerless as a senator to appeal. 
Minority organizations were the main target of her op- 
position. However, she denied any racist attitudes 

“| support assistance to the minority programs through 
the $10 student service fee that we all pay,” she said but 
then added, “the activities fee we also pay should be used 
elsewhere.” 

While Connors said she would discontinue her op- 
position to the budget despite the assistance to minority 
programs, she added she “wouldn't be surprised” at an 
appeal from one or more of the programs to restore cuts. 


Meanwhile General Counsel Willie Pelote defended the 
Senate's decision to omit the Parole Program from the 
budget. “We like to keep programs that benefit many 
students, and this was one that didn't.” 

But Peiote says he expects representatives from the 
Parole Program as well as others to appeai to the BOJ 
within the next week.

Amid protests

President Bond's signing of the 
1977-78 budget was announced dur- 
ing the Sept 12 meeting of the ASI 
Senate 

Bond signed the budget allocating 
funds to some 30 different programs 
despite the protests of program 
representatives from the Chicanito 
Science Project and Barrio Art These 
organizations felt their funding to be 
inadequate 

A total enroliment of 20,147 
Students at CSUS was reported by 
Dean of Students Tim Comstock 
Comstock stated although the 
number wasn't as high as the ad- 
ministration had hcped, it was higher 
than they expected 

Joe Gibson, student represen- 
tative to the faculty Appointments, 
Rentention, Tenure, Promotion Com- 
mittee (ARTP), expressed his 
concern to the Senate about the lack 
of student contribution to policies 
concerning the CSUS faculty 

In response to Gibson's 
comments, the Senate voted af- 
firmatively to have Executive Vice 
President W. Lloyc Johns speak to 
the senate and all interested students 
on this vital issue 

Johns is scheduled to address the 
Senate on Monday, Sept. 19, at4p.m 
in the ASI Senate chambers 

A resolution to issue Senator Steve 
Gerringer an ultimatum stating that 
he either fulfill his senatorial res- 
onsibilities or face impeachment 

proceedings was discussed and 
voted on 

The senators noted that since Ger- 
ringer's election last spring he has 
failed to attend the weekly ASI 
meetings and to complete any other 
duties

poor results as evidence of student 
apathy,” Wright declared 

What is needed, according to 
Wright, is a real commitment on the 
part of the Personnel Office to get 
Student input. This could be ac« 
complished through standardized 
faculty review forms or by attending 
the classes of the faculty member and 
asking questions 

The Student Presidents As- 
sociation (SPA), a group of student 
presidents from throughout Califor- 
nia, has long sought greater student 
involvement in RTP. The SPA has 
taken the position that only students 
can accurately evaluate how a faculty 
member does as a teacher. 

The State - Wide Academic 
Senate, the faculty counterpart to the 
SPA, has resisted student evaluations 
of faculty menbers. The Academic 
Senate argues that students with poor 
grades will always complain, often 
without justification. 

The future of student involvement 
in RTP seems to depend on the desire 
ot students to participate. This next 
year could be the crucial test of this 
desire.

Capers emphasises 
student Bill of Rights

‘Clayton Capers has experience in 
Associated Students Incorporated 
(AS!); he has an interest in Student 
Government, and he. knows the 
process of CSUS Government,” says 
student body president Heyman 
Matlock commenting on Chief Jus- 
tice Clayton Capers 

Capers was an associate justice on 
the AS! Board of Justice (BOJ) for 
three semesters. He then decided to 
apply for the position of chief justice 
because there were things he wanted 
to see changed on the BOJ 

According to the ASI constitution, 
Caper's responsibilities are to the 
BOJ's administrative and judicial 
functions. This makes the chief jus- 
tice seem unequal to the other four 
justices, but Capers said that when 
voting, he is an equal in the court 
However, he supervises the overa!| 
functions of the court 

Capers recently introduced a letter 
to the ASI Senate for more funding 
He says, “! am very concerned that 
the Board of Justice has consistently 
depended upon the executive branch 
of government for financiai support.” 
In Caper's opinion, this harms the 
independence, which the BOJ should 
have. He also feels that the judiciary 
branch shouldn't have to depend on 
another branch of government to sur- 
vive 

Capers feels the BOJ has been 
very neglected by previous ASI 
governments. He feels the Board 
traditionally has provided stability in 
Student Government, especially dur- 
ing the past two years. In the election 
process, it appeared that the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches did 
not concern themselves with the is- 


sue of Student Government itself 
Capers said, “they (the legislative and 
executive branches) were = only 


concerned with trying to make legal 
maneuvers that were beneficial to 
them individually to hold on to their 
jobs regardless of election code rules 
Only the Board of Justice has had the 


courage to take a position. insuring 
the continuation of Student 
Government 

Capers’ major hobbies are read- 


Ing and attending the theater He isa 
CSUS graduate student majoring in 
government with a concentration in 
public law 

Capers is also a volunteer for the 
Sacramento County Legal Aid 
Society. The society represents low - 
income people of the community in 
legal matters) He represents these 
people in such matters as Social 
Security, disability. and domestic 
matters such as husband wife 
Quarrels 


Capers spent 21 years in the army 
He was invoived in Army Intelligence 
before he retired seven years ago. His 
duties concentrated specifically on 
civil rights organizations and various 
other types of pressured and special 
interest organizations 

“For myself | found it necessary. at 
times when | wasn't on duty, to get out 
of uniform and get onto the picket 
lines,” Clayton said. “So! quess | can 
boast a bit about having gone to jail 
on occasions in the defense of in- 
dividual liberties.” Clayton places 
great emphasis on the student Bill of 
Rights and the individual liberties 
contained in the 14th Amendment 


Controversial psych 
to lecture on campus 


One of the most controversial 
figures in modern American psychiat- 
ry, Thomas S. Szasz, will hold a news 
conference at 10 a.m. Monday, Sept 
19 in Adm. 134 (Administration 
Building) at California State Univer- 
sity, Sacramento. 


Dr. Szasz is the author of The Myth 
of Mental iliness: Foundations of a 
Theory of Personal Conduct. He is 
one of the most outspoken critics of 
some methods of psychotherapy 
currently being used. 


Szasz will deliver a public lecture 
at 11:45 a.m., Tuesday, Sept. 20 in the 
CSUS Little Theatre. His topic is “The 
Myth of Psychotherapy: Mental 
Treatment as Religion, Rhetoric and 
Repression.” From 2 p.m. until 3 p.m. 
Monday, he will conduct an informal 


discussion with faculty, students and 
interested persons in Room 150 of the 
CSUS Psychology building. 

Szasz is also scheduled to speak at 
8 p.m. Tuesday, Sept. 20 at Sac- 
ramento City College Auditotium. His 
topic there will be “Psychiatric 
Slavery: Women, Blacks, Chicanos, 
the Poor.” 

Szasz is professor of psychiatry at 
the State University at Syracuse, New 
York. He is the author of Ideology and 
Insanity: Essays on the Psychiatric 
Dehumanization of Man and 
Ceremonial Chemistry, which deals 
with the use of drugs as ceremony. 

All appearances are free and open 
to the public. 

His appearance at CSUS is spon- 
sored by the Visiting Scholars 
Program.
